1 do not hn.ow but the, nonsense, 
extravagance, and in utility of our di eh no a tic service is bringing us 
to the point to which I. he English government lias been and is ap- 
proaching. I mean (he abolition of (he whole diplomatic service. 
The Hansard Debutes will show (hat- in this age of steam ant! tele- 
graphs, the English government, which tales I ho world of commerce, 
is considering liow if may bo rid of diplomatic business. It would 
have mere commercial agenric,-;, or ooiLsak,, or special missions for the 
accomplishment of special purposes."

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fof tlie Central American missions. It slaved some $50,000, 
id no harm. 

When wo consider limv distant our minislcvs arc when they serve 

us, and therefore ]iow irresponsible they bee e; how frivolous is 

their work and subservient anil uiircpnblioan Ikon: tone and habits. 
it is a shame to continue them, and ii. Mould lie economy to dismiss 
them. If we had fewer irresponsible tunoiioijaries, lueal and foreign, 
wo juiii-li t bettor our interests imil our position as a nation.

beg I he favor which, it cannot, grant without humiliation.

■' Coiiimereial Relations." if we, compare our economy with that of 
Great Britain, which has perhaps fourfold onr relations with the 
world, commercial and otherwise, we Jim I that we arc the most ex- 
travagant of people wiili respect to run: diplomacy.

As tn France, 1 refer to Hie J!n !!/■■! in <!<:< !.<>'"■: for h-7'J, (be most cim- 
vauient authorily, v,-liiohsbov.s thai: all t he expenses, of foreign affairs, 
including that of the !'h'|j:ii r jlii'jlI. iiscl.f, amounted to only Ll.eS;j,50U 
franc-s, or nearly Sd,<10(t,00lt. And this law, unlike most of our laws, 
gives a detail of the- expenses in a sort oi exhibit, TJie great body 
of tliis expense was foi: Hie reguisr aporoprial ions and the rest for 
what, is culled '■ th'in-iim'n rm-hibir*."

Yet Franco, wii.li all iis continental relations and its 
traditionary relations, iis in:n:fti!v for keeping the peace amid con- 
tinental foes, ii.s complications us a. oiooagandist through Europe 
and the world, and k'ngiand, with all iis exLaoniinary expenses, as 
the first and monopolizing coiituioiciai power, have an almost con- 
temptibly cheap diplomatic, system compared with, ours! 

How much more eilieieiii: ( hoy arc tbao. wo, Wlic.ro is our flag, 
(unless backed hy oilier power.-.,) :'mi:i tlir. tropics to the pules, from 
the orient to the occidenr? Who gives heed ro our claim for an out- 
rage on our citizens or our Hag? Who gave glory to Santiago? I do 
not say our ministers arc- worse trained, because they are politicians 
and partisans, l.lian (hose of i'Yauoeor Ihiglaiid. I scorn to refer to 
the traffic and professional work which oiir nuni.-.dcrs ah road are ae- 
on stonied to do. 

I will not comment on the uruiralily apnropfiiiliou of ^I'i.f'iiil in the 
body of tliis bill. Thai hours its own comment. 1 have said so much 
on that and kindred topics, that, some ooe might believe in this rude 
era that I was iuferosled in sotuet hi tig beyond 1 he honor of my country. 

Let us come down to something thai will illustrate tin; wonderful 
utility of our diplomacy, for v. Iiieh uc a. re asked i nice and a half mil- 
lions.

Poor simple Arcadian ! lie hays "We are poor; hot we 
are happy in our rie;u:cfi;l condition,'' Why, sir, should Colonel Sf.oin- 
bergor disturb that fulU-iry ? Why did not they eat him, oven if they 
eon hi not digest? 

The second appendix to this remarkable report is a letter written 
from Pago -I' ago in 1 !■":.! to Ibis great chief, Manga, by our cornmis- 
sioner. Ho tells the chief fha.f he was impressed with lire Christian 
character of the people he visited. Not even a nail was missing from 
his Ship when ho left the iSarnoau country. "In our country," says 
the. commissioner I o I he greal chief, " we. have many tribes of natives, 
(referring to our Indians, ) but i bey are not so peaceable or honest as 
yourselves/' This was said before Shiiok nasty Jim or Ciiptain Jack 
had succumbed to onr military forces, : ' (inly a few of these natives 
arc Christians, " ho said. He eonhi say that wii h truth. Hook about 
me for my gaiiant frn-ml from Indiana, (tb-neini SiiaxkSj) to verify 
this remark-.
